LTHOUGH the high school authorities of Arkansas pro- 
vide for district elimination play in basketball and track 


events, football schedules are chaotic and seldom give any 
team a clear title ten the state championship. A petition has 
gone up to the Arkansas Athletic association from El Dorado 
asking that the schools of the state be permitted to vote on a 
play-off this year and the setting up of a district-elimination 
system next year. The Hope Athletic Committee supported 
that petitio in a telegram Friday night to Louis P. Mann, of 
Newport, president of the state association. 


-U While the principle of forbidding 


post-season games which keep young 
athletes in training too long, is un- 
questionably sound, the state associa- 
tion has aroused the public by its un- 
reasonable delay in adopting the dis- 
trict-elimination system. This may 
be as good a time as any to force a 
showdown.

few minutes of play and then 
booted the pigskin squarely 
between the uprights to give 
the locals a 7-to-6 victory over 
a scrappy Horatio eleven. 


Madison was the outstanding per- 


former of the game. He fumbled once 
on the two-yard line, costing the Bob. 
cuts what looked like a sure touch- 
down, but he more than made up for 
his mistake. He shook loose from 
tacklers on several occasions, break- 
ing into the open for nice runs. 


Horatio scored within the first five 


minutes of play which resulted fron 
'umblcs and a blocked punt. The score 
remained at 6 to 0 in favor of the vis- 
itors until a few minutes before the 
final gun when Madison tallied on a. 
end run. It wafj H tense situation.whqn 
Madison dropped back for the at- 
tempted kick after touchdown whicl: 
was to give Hope the deciding point, 
The bull shot back to Quarterback 
Harper who momentarily juggled it 
before placing it to the ground. Mad- 
ison's toe met the oval with a thud 
the ball shot upward and between the 
goal posts. 


Horiulo Wins Toss 


Horatio won the toss ad chose to 


receive at the south end of the field. 
Mitchell, Bobcat fullback, kicked to 
the 15 yard line and Crews, Horatio 
fullback, returned to the 25. On the 
first play of the game the Lions pulled 
a hidedn ball trick, but the Bobcats 
had been practicing a defense against 
this particular play the past week, and 
Brown broke through the Horatio line 
to throw the ball carrier for a six 
yard loss.

15 yard stripe. Driving stubborn- 


ly Ribsou and Brown carried the ball 
to Hope 2 yard line where they were 
held for downs. Chamberlain, Bob- 
cat center, dropped back to punt, but 
Longacre and Brazil rushed him so 
hard that he got off a weak, wobbly, 
punt, the ball going out of bounds on 
Hope's three yard line. On the first 
play Brown, 170-pound halfback, drove 
over left tackle for the first touch- 
down of the game.

In the second quarter the Bobcats 


played the Lions completely off their 
feet registering seven first downs to 
Horatio's none, but every opportunity

by Hargis and Mitchell, and excellent 
running by Madison to the Horatio 
half foot line only to lose the ball on 
a fumble when a. touchdown seemed 
inevitable.

A 10 yard pass to Ander- 
son placed the ball on the 25 yard line, 
Madison drove for a first down, and 
on the next play the Bobcats fumbled 
again with Horatio recovering.

A Marvelous Development 


Obtaining white paper from South- 


ern pine is the feat of Dr. Charles 
Herty, working for years in his lab- 
oratory at Savannah, GH.. He is fi- 
nanced by the Chemical Foundation, 
aided by the State of Georgia and the 
City of Savannah. 


While the Georgia papers were the 


only ones supplied with newsprint on 
this test run, plans are under way to 
offer this new Southern 
paper to 


publishing plants everywhere. 


If successful, it may mean the re- 


covery for the United States of a 
140-million-dollar industry that has 
gone over the boundary from Wis^ 
cousin, Minnesota, Michigan and New 
York into the great spruce forests of 
Canada. Furthermore, instead of re- 
turning to the Northern states, this 
industry would come 
clear South, 


where pine grows in a fourth the time 
required by spruce, and costs only a 
third as much. 


Some idea of the size of the news- 


print industry can be 
gained from 


your own home-town paper, Hope 
btar, which uses from two to three 
carloads of newsprint a year, 40 to 60 
tons, at an annual cost of from $2,000 
to $3,000, purchased at present from 
Canada. 


American nespapers use 140 million 


dollars' worth of white roll' paper a 
year, and there are 150 million acres 
of Southern pine waiting on this de- 
velopment.

Balanced Budget Is 


Pledged by Douglas 


Additional Expenditures Must Be Met With Tax In- 


crease—To Begin Debt Retirement Next Year 


BOSTON, Maws.—(/P)—Lewis W. Douglas, director of the 


United States Budget Bureau, declared Thursday that a good 
national budget "can counteract the bad effects" of whatever 
monetary policy the government pursues. 


He declined to amplify or permit an

Seized by Prof. Oliver W. M. Sprague 
when he quit his post as advisor to 
the United States Treasury. Douglas 
said, however, he had no intention of 
resigning. 


Here to addres the ninth New Eng- 


land Conference, a semi-official body 
representative of business interests in 
the six New England states, Douglas 
said he felt the gold question and the 
matter of monetary policy was some- 
thing that ''was not down my alley." 


Later, in addressing the conference, 


he warned that if additional govern- 
mental obligations were incurred over 
and above those now contemplated, 
"the great middle class must willing- 
ly carry the tax burden of saving it- 
self from destruction. For continuous 
and prolonged budgetary 
inflation 


means its destruction." 


Douglas insisted that the "unimpair- 


ed credit of the government is the 
foundation of our economic system 
and must be preserved." 


He announced the govenunent's aim 


to start retirement of the public debt 
in the next fiscal year. 


"Even though but a small retire- 


ment can be effected," he said, "it will 
be the beginning of the end of the in- 
crease in the debt." 


Expected Revenues 


Assuming "a moderate recovery," 


which he estimated at 10 per cent, 
would have occurred in industrial ac- 
tivity over this year, Douglas said he 
lioped revenues for the fiscal year 1935 
would amount to $3,550,000,000. 


The Budget Bureau, Douglas said, 


would recommend a budget of approx- 
imately $2,600,000,000, leaving "approx- 


imately $1,000,000,000 with which obli- 
gations on account of emergency op- 
eration incurred this year but which 
must be met and paid for in the fiscal 
year 1935 can be liquidated." 


"If, therefore, the Reconstruction Fi- 


nance Corporation completes its task 
this year, and if no additional emer 
gency obligations are undertaken our 
abjective can be attained. But if ad- 
ditional obligations are contracted then 
additional taxes must be imposed, 


"The gaps in the old lax law must 


be closed so that the wealthy may not 
escape. 


"Insofar as I personally am con- 


cerned, it in my conviction that the 
credit of the government must 
be 


preserved, I shall continue to this end. 


After referring to what he called 


"exaggerated statements of the cost 
of the administration's recovery pro- 
gram ranging from $7,000,000,000 to $11,- 
000,000,000," the director briefly ana- 
lyzed some of the reasons for the in- 
crease in the national debt, and said: 


"Predicated upon the present esti- 


mate of expenditures for these pur- 
poses and for the purposes of operat- 
ing tiie normal agencies of the gov 
eminent the national debt for the 
fiscalyear 1934 will be .substantially In- 
creased. Because of certain still un- 
defined policies of the government 
the amount of the increase in the na- 
tional debt cannot now honestly be 
stated. 


"Of the increase, however, approx- 


imately two and a half billions of 
dollars will be paid by the liquidation, 
through a period of years, 
of loans 


made by the government 


"That at the present time is as ac- 


curate ad as honest a statement as can- 
be made."

Here, inevitably, in its conquest of 


the Grecian cities, the gospel must 
make its Way. it was notable fpr the 
tact that Paul paused; in, his journey- 
ing to arid fro long enough to have tit 
Cqrjnth" ft period, correspondinij to 
some m.odwn pastorates, though much 
more intense, and* crowded in its rela- 
tive shortness. . 


The marks of this deeper ministry of 


i contact and ifltjence are evidenced. in 


the fact that the two epistles to the 
Corinthians are much the longest that 
we have of Paul's writings, ant} give 
us with much detail the most intimate 
picture that we have of conditions in 
the ancienjl church. 


In Corinth the divisions over mat- 


ters of dqc trine and concerning mat- 
ters of practice became very marked. 
A great deal Will be found- in the 
Epistles concerning questions of con- 
duck answering the perplexity of these, 
early Christians as. to, just what, the 
new faith implied in pagan s.urround- 
ings. 


Here in our lesson, however, we 


have sqt before us, thp divisipns that 
were of d somewhat personal nature. 
This church at Corinth had been for- 
tunate in the distiguished leaders who 
hud eithpi; lived, there or, spent soine 
time with the church, and the result 
was that these leaders tended to de- 
velop followers. 


Inasmuch as the leaders; represented 


somewhat different 
viewpoints and 


emphasis, thp tendency, was. toward 
the breaking up of the church into 
djvisive sects or groups, some saying 
'I am, of Paul," others, 
"I. am of 


Apollos," 
and 
others, "I am. 
of 


Cephas." For some even Christ had 
become, the head' of a party, and they 
were, saying "I am of Christ." 


Paul meets this situation very de- 


terminedly and yet in excellent spirit 
He challenges these Christians regard- 
ing the unworthines of their divisions. 
Hp asks them, "Is Christ divided.?" 
\Vas Paul crucified f.ofi .them or were 
they baptfeqd in the name of Paul'.' 


He cyen rejoices that he had bap- 


tized only a few, lest anybody, might 
say he had baptized in his own name. 
He lays emphasis that beneath all dif- 
ferences of opinion is the gospel of the 
Christ calling upon men to live to- 
gether in, love and righteousness. 


Paul remind^ them that, the test of 


the Christian, way is npt found in out- 
ward expressions of wisdom, OR in 
flowing words, bu). in the realities of 
faith, It is the power of Gpd that, saves 
men. It is the power of 
God that 


transforms their lives qnd; ma|ces them 
worthy to be in the Christian Church. 


Men should seek that power above 


all things and should give their lives 
over fully to the influences of rer 
demptive love, rather than take pride 
in any achievement of their own. or in 
any assumed superiority to their feU 
lows. 


The topic of this lesson for inter-: 


mediates and seniors is given as, "How 
to work with others." That is a good 
expression of the practical meaning of 
the lesson, for us all. It is very nec- 
essary to learn if men would in any 
sense fulfill the will of God, for we 
are all God's children, and in our re- 
lationships in life we are all subj.ect 
to, his will whether or not we acknowl- 
edge it. 


It is strange that, with such plain. 


words as Paul has spoken and with 
the example of this dissension in the 
church of Corinth before us, the Chris- 
tian Church, throughout its history has 
been so marred by divisions and strife, 
Even those who have professed a com. 
mpn faith ad purpose in Christ have 
often displayed: the greatest unwilling- 
ness to work together or the utmost 
incompetence to do so in any practical 
way. 


H is the neglect and failure of this 


essential 
privilege and 
duty that 


makes a lesson like this so important, 
and that makes it so necessary that 
we should return to it again and again.
